Xiovejoy Day. 


What was and will be Lovejoy day 


was celebrated in Alton lust Sunday. 
This fact brings to our attention the 
remarkable change that has taken place place 
in public sentiment touching the great tion. 
question to which Lovejoy's life was 
sacrificed. Lovejoy was the proprietor 
and editor of an anti-slavery paper in 
Alton and was killed by a mob Nov. 7, 
1837. 
Public sentiment was in favor of 


slavery at that time and intensely op- 
posed to discussing the question from 
the standpoint of f -ced»m. Slavery was 
proclaimed as t Jivine institution from 
many pulpits, and the Holy Bible 
was 
referred to to 
support that 


position. 
Prejudice denied men the 


right to teach that slavery was wrong. 
It was under such conditions that Love- 
joy conducted a newspaper devoted to 
freedom. He was repeatedly ordered 
by citizens of Alton to stop his publica- 
tion, but he defied them by continuing 
it. Finally the feeling became so in- 
tense that a mob was organized to throw 
his type and prsssea into the river. 
They appeared before his office. A few 
friends stood by Lovejoy. Shots were, 
fired. The result was that Lovejoy was 
killed and his presses captured and 
dumped into the river, and many of 
the mob went home to praise Qod that 
a bad man had been removed from 
earth. It seems strange to this genera- 
tion that prejudice could be carried M 
far. 
That this generation believes that 


Lovejoy was right and that the mob 
and the public that sympathized with 
it was wrong, is attested by the celebra- 
tion at Alton last Sunday. This change 
in sentiment has taken place in less than 
60 years. 
In fact public sentiment 


stood radically changed when the last 
gun of the civil war was fired in 1865. 


This should admonish us that preju- 


dice is a dangerous guide, and yet the 
present generation ie as susceptible to 
the machinations of demagogues as the 
generation was whbh killed Lovejoy 
and mobbed hundreds of other men who 
had the courage to raise their voices 
against human slavery. No American 
citizen can afford to permit hia preju- 
dices to govern him. It is a good deal 
harder to follow cool and deliberate 
judgment, which in public affairs takes 
a'man beyond himself and into the con- 
sideration of the welfare of all the 
people, than it is to allow some design, 
ing person, or some demagogue or agita 
tor, to mislead along the medium of 
prejudice, but it pays better in the long 
run and withal is always honest.

an Largely Increased »nd«ns Causes 


Theraof—Business Adjusting It- 


self to -Tariff Conditions. 


WAs«raeiow, Jnne 11.—The treasury 


receipts are partaking of th* general 
business revival, and while they do 
not as yet quit* reach the point of 
equalising the expenditure*, are gee- 
ting nearer striking an even balance 
each day. For the ten days of June 
the receipts have aggregated'W.4*S.- 
000, or 11.000.000 a day, Sunday'* ex* 
eluded, and the expenditures have 
been $10,004,000, or only $1,660,000 in 
excess of receipts. 


The deficit will be wiped out before 


many days, and the end of Jnne Is 
likely to show for the month an excess 
of ts.000,000, or 13,000,000 receipt* over 
expenditures, a condition not reached 
in any one month for several years by 
the treasury. 
The deficit for the year, which now 


stands at 948,326,000, will be reduced 
to «45.00Q,000 or below by June SO. 


This turn in the affairs in -the treas- 


ury's condition is accounted for by the 
fact that business is adjusting itself to 
tariff conditions and that large rev- 
enue is now being received from arti- 
cles that heretofore yielded little as 
they were in "stock." This is notably 
the case as regards sugar, which had 
been imported free under the former 
tariff law. The free stock ia now ex- 
hausted and imports have been re- 
sumed. The large quantity of whisky 
taken out of bond to escape the In- 
"crened tax of twenty cents a gallon 
is now nearly or completely consumed, 
and new whisky is being taken out of 
bond to supply the consumptive de- 
mand. The increase in internal rev- 
enue receipts shows this plainly. 


With all the principal lines of busi- 


ness adjusting themselves to the pres- 
ent tariff conditions and with an in- 
creased volume of business apparent, 
still the revenue* of the government 
are not quite sufficient to meet fixed 
expenditures. The increased revenue 
of $40,000,000 or $50,000,000 provided by 
the senate over the house tariff act, 
principally on the items of sugar, iron 
ore and coal, makes the deficit just so 
much less, but leaves the treasury 
still shprt by about $33,000,000 or $30,- 
000,000a year of equalling expendi- 
tures. This will have to be provided 
for next congress.
